Th» B o n i l i i g of O n m 
s>t Dmyllffht G»T© 
the IVews to Washington. 


Most people were sleeping Boundly in 
their beds when, at daylight on the rainy 
morning of A p r i l 10, 1865, a great boom 
startled the misty air of Washington, 
•hairing the very earth, and breaking the 
windows of houses 
about 
Lafayette 
square, and moving the inhabitants of 
that aristooratio 
locality to say onoe 
more that they would be glad when Un­ 
ion victories were done with or should 
be celebrated elsewhere. Boom I boom I 
went the guns, until 600 were fired. A 
few people got up in the chill twilight 
of 
the morning and raced about in the 
mnd to learn what the good news might 
be, while others formed a procession and 
resumed 
their parades—no 
dampness, 
no fatigue, being sufficient to depress 
their ardor. 


But 
many 
placidly lay abed, 
w e l l 
knowing that only one military event 
could cause all this mighty pother in the 
air of Washington, and if their nap in 
the 
gray dawn w a s disturbed 
with 
dreams of guns and of terms of 
armies 
surrendered to Grant by Lee they awoke 
later to read of these in the daily papers, 
for this w a s Secretary Stanton's w a y of 
telling the people that the Army of 
Northern Virginia had at last laid down 
its arms, and that peace had come again. 


But the great news had really reached 
Washington the night bofore (Palm Sun­ 
day), 
and a few newspaper men and 
others of late 
habits, 
w h o were up 
through the darkness and the dampness 
of 
those memorable hours, had sent the 
glad tidings all ovor the Union 
from 
Maine to California and had then un­ 
bent themselves in a private and exclu­ 
sive jollification. 
Whon the capital w m 
broad awake and had taken in the full 
value of the news, the fever heat that 
had fired the city on the day after the 
fall of Richmond did not return. Popu­ 
lar feeling had culminated then, and 
after that great event there was nothing 
that could surprise us, not even if Jeff 
Davis himself had come to Washington 
to surrender. 


The streets were shockingly muddy, 
but were all alive with people singing 
and cheering, carrying flags and salut­ 
ing everybody, hungering and thirsting 
for speeches. General Butler was called 
out, among others, and he made a speech 
full of surprising liberality and gener­ 
osity toward the enemy. 
T h e depart­ 
ments gave another 
holiday to their 
olerks, so did many business firms, uud 
the treasury employees assembled in the 
great corridor of their building and sang 
" O l d 
Hundred" 
with thrilling, even 
tear 
compelling, 
effect. 
Then 
they 
marched in a body across the grounds to 
the White House, where the president 
was 
at breakfast, and serenaded h i m 
with " T h e Star Spangled 
Banner."— 
Noah Brooks in Century. 


American Indigo. 


Indigo for exportation was 
brought 
into Charleston in wagons, and the 
owners received the proceeds in the form 
of 
Spanish silver coin, which composed 
almost the entire currency before the 
bank of the state was established in 
1812. It w a s a clumsy and inconvenient 
medium of exchange for large amounts. 
We read that '' the merchants of 
North 
Carolina and other distant points used 
to carry the money in boxes fitting un­ 
der the seats of the sulkies hi which they 
traveled, so as to be taken out at night 
and put baok in the morning.'' 


The indigo itself was often used di­ 
rectly as a medium of purchase for other 
commodities. General Harrington at one 
time sent three four horse wagon loads 
of 
indigo to Virginia, buying in ex­ 
change from 15 to 20 negroes. A n inter­ 
esting illustration of this use of indigo 
is connected with General Francis Ma­ 
rion. 
This incident occurred in 1788, 
just after the battle of Hobkirk HilL A 
nephew of General Marion was to be 
sent to school in Philadelphia, and was 
accordingly fitted out w i t h a wagonload 
of indigo, which was to pay far his tui­ 
tion and other school expenses. 
A s the 
British then held possession, General 
Marion wrote to Lord Balfour, in oom- 
mand in Charleston, asking a permit 
for the boy to pass through the British 
lines. 
General Marion's letter was sent 
by Balfour to Bawdon, and was after­ 
ward countersigned by Coxnwallis. T h e 
youth with his wagonload of indigo was 
allowed tn proceed by the Charlotte route 
toward Philadelphia, but unfortunately 
he died before reaching his destination. 
—Soience Monthly. 


How Billow Conducted mn Orchestra. 
It is said that no one w h o ever saw 
Bulow a t the conductor's desk, control­ 
ling an orchestra as if it were a single 
instrument on which he himself was 
playing, could ever forget -.the influence 
of his wonderful personality. 
A Bee­ 
thoven symphony conducted by B u l o w 
was a revelation. 
His manner of con­ 
ducting w a s inimitable. 
With him ev­ 
erything w a s impulse, every movement 
a personality—the expression of a deli­ 
cate sensibility, and it was this that 
made the communication of bis purposes 
to the orchestra so effective. 


No one understood 
how to extract 
such a brillianoe, such a fullness, from 
his orchestra as B u l o w did. 
The clear­ 
ness and absolute precision of his rhythm 
were unsurpassed. 
His epigram, " I n 
the beginning there w a s r h y t h m , " i s 
notorious. 
N o one oould make his or­ 
chestra speak with such passion. A n d 
the same works played the next day un­ 
der another conductor were no longer 
the same things that they had been un­ 
der the magic wand of the great leader. 
—Musical Courier. -

A SINFUL WASTE. 


Good Food Allowed to Decay a Feature of 
American Household*. 


There are few households in the land 
but have a periodical reemdescenoe of 
economy in the matter of food supply. 
A big grocer's or butcher's bill imme­ 
diately suggests that there should be 
some eoonomy practiced '' somewhere.'' 


The present 
activity in the field of 
dietetics should spread valuable knowl­ 
edge into every kitchen. It is already 
showing benefits in the matter of nutri­ 
tious food versus medicine. 


Housewives do not always realize that 
they have a prominent part to play in 
this gra^equestion of the day, the "dis­ 
posal of garbage. " 
That responsibility 
lies within the domestic threshold, and 
to consign the collection of waste to the 
scavenger is not the limit of her power 
nor a self satisfying conclusion. What she 
consigns does not concern her, and this 
"bete noir" found in every part of the 
land, a subject fraught with almost in­ 
surmountable difficulties, to those whose 
business it is to find a healthful and 
quick disposal of garbage, is far more 
the business of the housckecpor than she 
is w i l l i n g to acknowledge. Wo must go 
back of the garbage can to find the cause. 
American extravagance is proverbial the 
world over. 
We provide with a lavish 
hand. 
Unskilled and indifferent 
help 
waste accordingly. Expenditure for food 
in a large percentage of tlio middle and 
lower classes is estimated to take very 
often fully three-fourths of tho income. 
Actual consumption and benefit derived 
from quantity supplied is notably small 
in the wealthier families. 


Convincing proof isfound in the over­ 
flowing garbage can. Lack of robustness 
among a certain class nnd the amrmnt 
of 
debility afflicting a majority of peo­ 
ple prove to investigators a want of 
proper nutriment to build up the over­ 
wrought body, which must endure some­ 
how the strain and stress of American 
life and climate. 


The unintelligent 
methods of poor 
servants, unskilled in handling food, is 
one cause of the effect. It is considered 
their prerogative to waste what does not 
suit their fancy. '' Leavings'' which may 
be the best portions from the mistresses' 
table are not palatable to their taste, and 
so good material is speedily hidden from 
sight, more is called for, and a haphazard 
supply to keep Bridget good natured 
furnishes her with an abundance to 
overflow ash cans, clog pipes, 
choke 
traps, fill cesspools, draw vermin and 
offer culture as a medium for the ubiqui­ 
tous microbe. Noxious odors offend nos­ 
trils and dangerous effluvia jeopardize 
health and obstruct sanitary measures. 


It is just this waste in the world that 
has been the cause of plagues, pesti­ 
lences and diseases. 
It is wasted time, 
strength, money, happiness and, too of­ 
ten, life.—Baltimore American.
